A review of the specification reveals interpreters 202 and 208 may be plug in software, see page 13 lines 3-15, and page 14 line 6 to 
page 15 line 22 describes the color transfomer obtaining coordinates from interpreters 202 and 208 and describes the color transfomer 
as sending illuminant and observer functions to the interpreters 202 and 208. The specification does not describe the newly claimed 
function of "wherein the source and destination profile interpreters are configured as removable plug-in modules for use by the color 
transformer.". How does the color transformer use interpreters 202 and 208? The specification does not teach the scope of this new 
claim limitation.
